Legislature Will Be Asked to Re- 
submit Defeated Measure 
Next Year. 


In view of the defeat of Amendment 
Ko. 1 at the recent election, Ben: Biew- 
ett, Superintendent of Instruetion, in St. 
Louis, will suggest to the Board of 
Educetion at its next meeting that a 
friendly test suit be instituted to enjoin 
the Board from conducting, its. kinder- 
1 parten for children under six years of 
1 age at the Franklin school and in this 
way determine the question. 

“The defeat of amendment No, 
said Blewett to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday, “was not. the resu:it 
of any particular opposition to the 
measure but because the general run 
of voters, being desirous of defeating 
other amendments, rather thane inci-r 
any danger of their vote being thrown 
out on account of improper scratching, 
indiscriminately voted against the 
amendments as @ whole. . 

“I am afraid this will be. the fate 
of the measure every time it fs, cou- 
pled with’ a measuré that fs in any 
degree unpopular. : One: time it' may 
be the single tax, at another Prohibi- 
ition, but always something chat will 
encompass .its defeat:

Mrs. Dora B. White Discredits 
Coroner’s Verdict’ of Self 
Slaughter.. 


OFFERS - MANY - REASONS 


Thinks Young Chauffeur, Found 


Dead After Shot in Dark, 
Was Murdered. 


In spite of discouragements by 4 
Coroner’s verdict and police theories 


that her son ended his own life, Mrs. 
Dera B. White of 285A Clark avenue 
announced Saturday she had consecrated 
herself to the task of proving he was 
murdered. An accident insurance com- 
pany has told her it would not pay a 
$700 policy unless*she can establish that 
he did not di¢- by his own hand. Her 
motive, she declares. however, is not 
to get the money. but to wipe a stain 
from her son’s memory: 

J. Hazelton White, 22 years old, thé; 
only son of Mrs. White, a widow, was 
found dying from a bullet wound in a 
yard at Twenty-first and Market streets 
shortly before 10 p. m. Sept. 2. He was 
rushed to the city hospital and died 
within an hour without having regained 
consciousness. 

Mrs. White can not reconcile her son’s 
death with the theory of .self-destruc- 
tion.- She will not concede that he even 
might have been accidentally shot, but 
sald she was firmly convinced he had 
been murdered. ° 

Base of Murder Theory. 

fhe considers her murder theory was 
strengthened when she found her son’s 
revolver at home in his suitcase. She 
compared it with the revolver found 
at his side when he was dying. They 
were almost identical in appearance. 
She reasoned that his friends in identi- 
fying. the revolver at his side ag his 
property had done so under‘a miisap- 
prehension and that they had based 
their suicide theory on the mistake. 

A few days after his death she re- 
ceived a letter addressed to him from 
his sweetheart, Miss Eva, Bladen of 
Philadelphia, and which, in response to’ 
one. from him, ' stated how giad the 
writer was that their wedding day was 
approaching and that she would soon 
be with him. Mrs. White was not 
awere that her son was cortemplating 
matriage; but she.recalle. that-he ‘had’ 
frequently told her he was going to 
surprise her before Christmas, 

iin ‘Summing’ up her theory that her 
sdn did not commit suitide, Mrs. White 
Saturday told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
she had the following reasons for belfév- 
ing he: had no' thought of self-destruc- 
tion: 

On Sept. 27, two days before his death, 
ie registered to cast his first’ “vote at the 
presidential election. 

On Sept. 26, three days: before ‘he was 
killed, he ordered a new ‘suit of clothes 
and laughingly suggested to the tailor 
‘that he would want a wedding tie to go 
with it. 

On the day he met his death he told 
his mother he would go downtown the 
“cllowitig — and pay her telephone 
bill. 

The letter. * his sweetheart indi- 
ated he had only recently written to 
her about .their approaching - marriage 
and had asked her to come to St. Louis. 

That, only .fecently, while watching 
motor eycle, races at the Motordronie, 
he remarked that he would not “‘kill 
himself’’. for $15. He was referring to 
the risk taken by the racers. 

That he had steady employment | and 
was perfectly contented. 

Chauffeur for Henry Muller. 

White was employed as chauffeur by 
the family of Henry Miller, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the Wa- 
hash and was, well liked by his em- 
ploy ers. 

On. the night of his death he left the 
Comet Moving Picture Theater, 2112 Mar- 
ket street, at 9:20 o'clock. As he passed 
out he waved his hand and shonted 
goodnight .at Miss Lillian Hayes, the 
cashier. He.then went around the icor- 
ner to a night lunchstand. and had a 
lunch. consisting. of a sandwich and a 
cup of coffee, From there he walked 


‘through a narrow ‘hallway adjoining the 


lunchstand Anto a yard which extends 
the length of several buildings on Mar- 
ket street, including the nickelodeon, He 
had been in the yArd about five minutes 
when a shot was heard. 

Mrs. White heard gossip to the effect 
that her son, a few nights before) his 
death, had struck a man on the head 
with a beer bottle. Witnesses to that 
incident told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
it was not White, but another man who 
wielded the beer bottle. 

Miss Bladen is expected to arrive in 
St. Louis In the next few days to help 
Mrs. White in her investigation of the 
tragedy, 

Two years ago Mrs. White’s former 
husband, J. W. White, a policeman, 
was killed while walking his beat in 
Duquoin, Io, Mrs. White had been sep- 
arated from him for several years. It 
is generally believed in wWuquoin that 
the elder White was. killed with a plece 
of gas pipe by a man he was about to 
arrest for bribery.

In 
the second, Mr. Benson, a son of the 
late Archbishop of Canterbury, resumes 
his narrative of the spiritual enlighten- 
ment that came to him during a two 
years’ spell of severe sickness in which 
he came very near to death. — 

Maeterlinck, himself a mystic, finds in 
Emerson one who drew:out of common 
life a sense of.the sublime. He was 
“the most human of guides,” never 
losing himself.or his’ reader in unneces- 
sary obscurities.. As for Novalis, he 
died at the age Gf 29, leaving several 
books which, though caviar to many. 
are a mine of interest to the contem- 
plative. Ruysbroeck, the only one of 
the three extensively quoted by MaeteF- 
linck, will be found a treasure by the 
deeply pious reader. 

The most remarkable thing in Ben- 
eon’s book is the chapter describing his 
vision of God: 

A ~spirit so old, and wise, and 
great. that I knew for an instant 
how foolish arid childish it is to won- 
der, or to grieve, or to complain, 

His laws are so august and 
tremendous that one must rejoice with 
all one’s frail heart that one 
is ruled by them; whose tender- 
ness is.so perfect and all-embracing 
that there‘ is no room to doubt or 
fret; who, if He seems to be severe 
or indifferent, is only so because He 
has waited so long and has so long 
to wait; who has suffered and en- 
dured and grieved so much, that pain 
and sorrow is no more to Him than 
the fleeting shadow of a bird, flying 
over a field of golden wheat: and 
whose design is so vast, so incredibly 
joyful, so speechiessly serene, that 
the doubts and griefs and sorrows of 
all the men and women that ever 
lived aré but ad th trivial ripple 
on @ mighty ocean of peace. That 
was the vision: and there came on 
me such a sense of hope and eager 
expectation and far-reaching love, 
that I felt utterly swallowed up and 
enfolded fn it, as.a drop of wander- 
ing water that sinks into the bosom 
of the sleeping lake.
